FOR ALBERTA 


Optimistic Po .iew of Oil 
D: vc opment in Western Canada 
by Minister of the Interior 


The following statement on oil and 
gas developments in Western Canada 
during 1929 was issued by Hon. Chas 
Stewart, minister of the interior: 

“The steady progress which char- 
acterized the.previous four years 
in the prospecting, development, and 
Production of petroleum and natural 
gas resources of western Canada 
showed a rapid increase during 1929, 
The interest already stimulated by 
the notable results recorded in 1928 
only needed the additional fillip from 
the completion of highly productive 
wells by the Home Oil Company, 
situated over three miles southeast 
of Royalite No. 4 in the Turner Val- 
ley, Alberta, to draw the attention of 
the whole oil world to the  poten- 
tialities of that area. This started 
an unprecedented drilling activity 
on the Turner Valley and other 
structures, already productive of 
results, the bulk of which remain 
for the near futue. 

‘SNot only did structures immedi- 
ately adjacent to Turner Valley be- 
come the centreg of drilling activity, 
but energetic prospecting and drill- 
ing has extended over a considerable 
portion of Alberta, with the result 
that at Ribstone, Oyen, Skiff, and 
Coutts, B00 strikes of heavy crude 
oil have been recorded, In each case 
sufficient to justify prolonged testing, 
which taken in conjunction with the 
moderate depths at which oil was 
encountered, make the prospects of 
a satisfactory production of this 
grade of ojl very encouraging. Actual 
oil production is still confined to the 
province of Alberta and for all grades 
of oil amounted to, 902,226 Darrels 
for the eleven months ending No- 
vember 30, It is estimated that the 
amount for the twelve months will 
slightly exceed 1,000,000 barrels, The 
figures for preceding years show how 
rapid has been the increase, although 
It will be noted that naphtha {fs tho 
prineipal contributor to this growth, 
heavy crude also showing a gratify- 
ing addition, whilst light crude re- 
‘mains, stationary.

= General Smuts, can hardly be over-estimated. They not only serve to link 
Cainada more closely to other self-goverhing units of the great British 
Commonwealth of Nations, but they Likewise help our people to learn of 
<i Canada itself as it is seen and appreciated by world statesmen | 
Many of the problems confronting South Africa in these early years of | 
its autonomy as a self-governing Domin’on, are similar to those which con- | 
fronted young Canada and the Fathers of Confederation fifty and sixty years 
azo. In South Africa, as in Canada, they have problems relating to the 
racial origin of the two major groups in the Commonwealth and inherent in 
which is the problem of language. In addition, South Africa has the problem 
of the native black races wh ch, fortunately, we are free of in this Dominion | 
In his short address, Sir Robert Borden referred to the fact that Can- 
ada and South Africa, at the Peace Conference, appeared to have a clearer | 
a perception of the future of the Empire than did others of the Dominions 
Conada and South Africa found themselves entirely in accord. Sir Robert 
Borden did not labor the point, nor did he take time to explain just why this 
shculd be so But is not the reason quite self-evident? Here in Canada, 
at times, when from one cause or another, racial and language difficulties 
c-cp up, and dishefforable use is made of these differences and difficulties to 
inflame the passions and prejudices of people, the question is frequently 
asked in the English-speaking Provinces: Why should Canada be obliged to 
recognize the French language, and centinue certain old French laws, when 
Australia is not so bound? 
The answer is not far to seek. Canada, like South Africa a conquered 
country. It was originally a French posse 1, but was wrested by force o1 
British arms from France, just as the Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
were wrested from the Boers. Australia, on the other hand, was colonized 
t+ English-speaking people. There was no conquest, except that over the 
native races. When France ceded Canada to Br tain, and when the Boers laid 
bd down thefr arms in South Africa, treaties were negotiated between Britain 
on the one hand, and France and the old Boer republics on the other. In 
those treaties Britatn solemnly pledged her national word und honor to the 
observance of certain things, and among these was recogn tion of certain 
racial, religious and language rights and privileges 
Accorded full Dominion status, the duty and responsibility of maintain- 
{rg and observing both the letter and the spirit of these treaty obligations 
* devolves upon Canada and South Africa. The nat‘onal word and honor of 
d ticse two Dominiops is pledged just as solemnly as is that of Great Britain 
i‘solf. And if Great Britain, Canada, South Africa, and the whole Mmpire 
vc: prepared to go to war and make’‘all the sacrifices enta led in the great 


world struggle with Germany in order to keep Br'tain’s pledged word guar- 

anteeing the neutrality and independence of Belgium, how much more should 
“all portions of the Empire loyally, faithfully, fulfill those obliga- 
tions which alone made Confederation possible “anada, 
Scuth Africa a loyal unit in the Empire?

‘Parliament ‘Will Likely Deal With 
: Problem At Next Session 


Parliament at the forthcoming ses- 
sion will probably be asked to enact 
legislation putting into effect some of 
the provisions of the convention which 
resulted from the’ “safety of life at 
sea conference.” This was held last 
year and was attended by Alex. Jolin- 
son, deputy minister of marine, While 
the general provisions of the conven 
tion do not become effective until 
1931,.a number of them are consider- 
ed of sufficient urgency to warrant 
their being adopted by the signatory 
governments at the earliest. This has 
particular bearing on radio apparatus. 
The convention agreed that hence- 
forth ocean-going ships generally 
must carry w:reless. It will be com- 
pulsory for passenger vessels and also 
for freighters of 1,600 tons and over, 

Each administration has discretion 
to exempt from this provision speci- 
fied voyages where the administration 
is satisfied that these do not involve 
any hazard. . 

According to international agree- 
ment, a passenger ship is one which 
carries 12 passengers and over; but it 
is realized that there are circum- 
stances under which small vessels 
coming within that classification op- 
erate without the remotest risk. Such 
ships would be exempt from the pro- 
posed legislation.

Hitherto one of the difficulties has 
been the equipping of freighters with 
The cost ef main- 
tenance, involving, as it does, the pay- 
ment of no fewer than three oper- 
ators, is at times prohibitive.

Thus, if the 
operator is off duty, the officer on 
watch receives the warning signal, 
and immediately is able to communi- 
cate that fact to the operator who can 
thus proceed to his post and take the 
message.

‘Cheap Phonograph Records 


New Chemical Composition Will Make 
It Possible To Produce Records 
To Sell At 15. Cents 


Phonograph reeords selling at 15 
cents each and retailed like magazines 
at newspaper stands throughout the 
United States, will go on the market 
soon, as the result of the discovery 
of a new chemical composition“known 
as durium, according to an announce- 
ment made by Dr. Hal T. Beans, pro- 
fessor of chemistry at Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

A huge corporation, known as the 
Durium Products Corporation,  al- 
ready has been formed for the manu- 


| facture of records, the announcement 


said. 

Discovery of the new composition 
was made after three years of ex- 
periment, according to Dr. Beans. 


;Durium is liquid in its original form, 


he said, and is transformed by sub- 
jection to heat into an insoluble, in- 
fusible solid, which combines hard- 
ness and flexibility to a remarkable 
degree. 

Records made from dtrium’ are 
printed on an ordinary printing press. 
A disc of fibre paper is covered with 
the substance, which is a clear golden 
color, resembling amber.
